Making of Skis 
And Snow Shoes 
Taught at Center 


The woodwork shops at the two 
city recreation centers have been 
a scene of much activity since the 
h o m e 
manufacture 
of 
winter 
sports equipment has been under­ 
taken. 
The tremendous vogue for ski­ 
ing and snowshoeing 
as 
winter- 
sports is shown by the number of 
skiis, snowshoes, and other equip­ 
ment being made. 
.More than 50 pair 
of 
snow­ 
shoes have been 
completed 
and 
many more are on the way. About 
200 pair of skiis have been made. 
Men who have never made a thing 
in the line 
of 
woodwork 
have 
turned out some very nice sport 
equipment and had fun doing it. 
Snowshoe Hard to Make 
The snowshoe is rather a diffi­ 
cult article to make. Bending of 
the frames requires a long steam­ 
ing, special forms, 
and 
extreme 
care all the way through. Various 
types of wood and steel frames 
have been tried and gradually a 
process has been developed which 
eliminates most of the breakage. 
W hite ash is the wood most used. 
The logs are sawed 
into 
strips 
about I Vt inches square and IO 
feet loug. Only the straight grain­ 
ed sticks 
practically 
free 
from 
knots are used. 
The 
wood 
is 
steamed for about two hours and 
then bent into the forms. 
A fter 
being dried overnight the frames 
are sanded. The tails are riveted 
together with brass rivets and oak 
cross bars dovetailed in. 
The frames 
are 
then 
strung 
with cotton net cord. This is rath­ 
er a tedious 
process 
but 
once 
shown the trick the average per­ 
son can do it. 
The frames and 
webbing are 
then 
coated 
with 
shellac or varnish. The snowshoe 
is now complete except 
for 
the 
bindings. 
These 
can 
be 
made 
cheaply by a harness or shoemak­ 
er or bought at a sporting goods 
store. 
Ski making is very simple. Two 
pieces of I % inch by 8 inch birch, 
maple, or ash lumber 7 or 8 feet 
long are all 
that 
is 
required. 
These cut to the 
desired 
shape 
with plane and 
drawknife. 
The 
grooves are gouged iii along the 
running surface of the ski. About 
an hours steaming is necessary be­ 
fore bending. A final sanding and 
varnish, ski dope, or wax com­ 
plete the job. Ski bindings to suit 
the individual can 
be 
made or 
bought at any sport goods shop.

Real fact is that most of the operating 
subsidiaries of Associated Gas and Elec­ 
tric are sound, some of them even 
blue- 
ribbon utility companies. But it appear.«? 
from evidence produced by the various in­ 
vestigations of the giant system that some 
of the subsidiaries have been milked pretty 
thoroughly by the holding company and 
its controllers at the top. 


H oward Hopson, czar of A. G. and E., 
organized four personal companies, incor­ 
porated in New’foundland and owned 
in 
total by him or his family. Hop.son also set. 
up a tax service, an accounting service and 
a purchasing service, and the 
subsidiary 
companies paid huge fees for these 
."ler- 
vices. 


For instance, Hopson hired 
Frederick 
S. Burroughs of Harris. Forbes and Com­ 
pany— chief bankers of A. G. and E. — 
and paid him .$60 per hour seven hours a 
day. 'Fhis came to around ?60,000 a year, 
paid by one of H opson’s personal 
com­ 
panies. Then Hopson turned round 
and 
apportioned this charge am ong his sub­ 
sidiary companies, but at ab out .$150,000, 
or more than double the am o u n t actually 
paid by him lo Bun-oughs. 


However, Hopson’s most lucrative m an­ 
euvering \vas in buying options on his sub-

one of his personal companies in

foundland took an option

shares of Associated Gas and Electric Se­ 
curities Co. The price to Hopson s person­ 
al company was $50 per share, although

Then on the very same day that Hop­ 
son secured this option. General Gas. out 
of his subsidiaries, decided t h a t it wanted 
to buy Ho,000 shares of A. G. 
and 
E. 
Securities, which it proceeded to do from 
the Hopson company a t 166 and a frac­ 
tion per share. 


So Hopson's personally owned company 
in Newfoundland got tho difference, or a 
profit of $16 and a fraction per share on 
Go,000 shares of stock. This totaled $1.- 
119,000— all made in one short day. 


Such were the advantages of a holdin.u 
company.

But it appears 
from evidence produced by the various in­ 
vestigations of the giant system that some 
of the subsidiaries have been milked pretty 
thoroughly bv tho holding company and 
its controllers a t the top. 
H ow ard Hopson, czar of A. G. and E., 
organized four personal companies, incor­ 
porated in Nexx'foundlarid and owned 
in 
total by him or his family. Hopson also set. 
up a tax service, an accounting service and 
a purchasing service, and th e 
subsidiary 
companies paid huge fees for those 
se r­ 
vices. 
F o r instance, Hopson hired 
Frederick 
S. B urroughs of Harris, Forbes and Com­ 
pany— chief bankers of A. G. and E. — 
and paid him $60 per hour seven hours a 
day. This came to around $60,000 a year, 
paid by one of Hopson’s personal 
com­ 
panies. Then Hopson turned round 
and 
apportioned this charge am ong his sub­ 
sidiary companies, but. at about $150,000, 
or more than double the am o u n t actually 
paid by him to Burroughs. 
Hoxvever, Hopson’s most lucrative m a n ­ 
euvering xvas in buying options on his sub­ 
sidiaries. For instance, in October, 19 29 
one of his personal companies in

foundland took an option 
on 
63,GOU 
shares of Associated Gas and Electric Se­ 
curities Co. The price to Hopson's person­ 
al company xvas $50 per share, although 
the m a rk e t price xvas then about $66. 
Then on th e very same day that H op­ 
son secured this option, General Gas, one 
of his subsidiaries, decided th a t it wanted 
to buy 63,000 shares of A. G. 
and 
E. 
Securities, which it proceeded to do from 
the Hopson company at $66 and a frac­ 
tion per share. 
So Hopson's personally owned c o m p a n y 
in Newfoundland got the difference, or a 
profit of $16 and a fraction per share on 
63,000 shares of stock. This totaled $ I .- 
119,000— all made in one short day. 
Such were the advantages of a holding 
company.
